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Robert Nimmons Dies 
In Tractor Accident 


A tragic accident which took the life of Robert 
Nimmons, aged 36, occurred in the Westerdale district, 
northwest of Didsbury, last Saturday afternoon. The 
victim, home on a 14-day spring leave from the air 
force station at Penhold, was working in the yard with 
a tractor when it became mired in mud. In attempting 
to free the tractor with poles it suddenly toppled back- 
wards and pinned him underneath.

Now, more than ever before, it is 
important to put more land into 
forage crops. At present, we have 
very serious surpluses of cereals but 
our lands are being depleted and we 
will be faced with short crops in the 
near future again. Now is the time 
to start a proper rotation and put at 
least one-third of your farm _ into 
forage crops. Legumes will restore 
fertility and grasses fibre that will 
help prevent erosion. 

Through our Crop Improvement 
Association I have been distributing 
seed for “Demonstration Pastures,” 
and for seed production, for several 
years, 

Last year I published a list of over 
30 farmers Who had gotten seed in 
1952. Following this is a list of over 
40 farmers who got seed last year 
and will have “demonstration plots” 
this year. I hope you will be able to 
observe some of them.

A hundred years ago 
in the Crimean War it cost $700 for 
every British soldier landed in Russia 
and $175 for every 10-inch shell 
fired at Sevatopol. 

Sixty years later in the First 
World War those figures looked like 
chicken feed. Some of the bigger 
shells fired then and at targets of 
less significance than Sevastopol, 
cost the taxpayers thousands of dol- 
lars and the direct cost of the four- 
year conflict for Canada alone is 
now estimated at $1,695,958,569. 

But that again turned out to be 
almost trivial when the bills were 
added up for the Second World War. 
This cost Canada more than 12 
times as much, or $21,786,077.519, to 
be exact.

WHEAT POOL PAYMENT 


The Alberta Wheat is making a 
distribution of cash payments total- 
ling $587,000, this being a patron- 
age dividend on deliveries by mem- 
bers to the Alberta Pool Elevator 
during the 1952-53 season. A fur- 
ther $1,907,000 is being credited to 
such member patrons in the form 
of Wheat Pool reserves. 

Cheques were mailed out to Al- 
berta Pool Elevator agents will dis- 
tribute them amongst the Pool’s 
36,000 member patrons. 

The basis of this payment is 414 
cents a bushel on wheat, with 1 cent 
in cash and the balance in reserves: 
and On coarse grains and flax 2's 
cents a bushel, and '2 cent of which 
is in cash. 

Since its inception the Alberta 
Wheat Pool has paid patronage divi- 
dends totalling $15,797,000. Of this 
amount $6,256,000 has been in cash 
and $9,541,000 in the form of re- 
serves, 

It is with the reserves that the 
ownership of the Alberta Wheat 
Wheat Pool rests. A plan of revolv- 
ing these reserves is being followed 
so that ownership will always re- 
main in the hands of operating 
farmers,

The Need For 
The H Bomb 


A few weeks ago military authori- 
ties in the United States arranged 
for the explosion of a hydrogen 
bomb over an island in the South 
Pacific ocean. It was demonstrated 
that the bomb has destructive powe: 
beyond conception. From various 
parts of the free world has come 
criticism of the United States, noi 
only for going so far as to develop 
an instrument of such vast destruc- 
tive powers, but also for trying it out 
on a Pacifie island 

The same critics are. strangels 
Silent about what is going on = in 
Soviet Russia in the way of develop- 
ing and exploding atomic bombs. It 
is knoWn that, through the treach- 
ery of some of the outstanding 
scientists in the democratic coun- 
tries, and through the connivance of 
captured German scientists, Sovie! 
Russia has developed and exploded 
atomic bombs. But there are no ac- 
counts in Russian newspapers of the 
explosions and no one in that vast 
nation, or its satellites dare criticize 
the government's action in that 
field. 

Winston Churchill delivered a 
speech at Fulton, Missouri, a few 
years ago in the course of which he 

declared that the possession of the 
secret of the atomic bomb by the | 
United States was the only ‘over | 


which prevented Soviet Russia over- 
running the entire continent of 
Europe. At that time Russia had 
not developed a bomb. 

If the situation was reversed to- 
day and Russia had a store of atomic 
bombs and the United States did not 
have any, the cause of freedom in 
the world would be hopeless. Rus- 
sian communism would envelop man- 
kind. 

That would mean that in ho 
nation would people be permitted 
free elections, free speech, freedom 
of religion or the right to hold prop- 


erty. The Russian supreme council 
would have complete power over the 
whole human race. Secret police 


|would see to it the recalcitrant peo- 
ple were sent to anguish in jails or in| 
exile in some unhospitable area, o1 
possibly meet With torture and) 
death without any recow'se of law | 
and justice. 

The puerile souls who lift their) 
screams of anguish against the ac- | 
tion of the United States in perfect- | 
ing the hydrogen bomb, either do | 
not understand the impact of stu 
pendous world events and affairs, or 
else are pitiful dupes of Soviet 
Russia.

ATTAINABLE IMAGE * 
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Here Is The Farmer's Problem 


A recent survey has asked for an analysis of the farmers’ problems. 
Here is one version: 


The good farmer’s ambition is to hold his land, and to hold it under 
conditions that make it profitable for him to operate it, and profitable for 
society to allow him to do s0. 


All the land in the world belongs to the human race. The land of a 


country belongs to its inhabitants. 


In countries west of the Iron curtain, society allows the farmers to own 
their land because it believes that, as owners, they will make better use of 
it than they would as tenanats or hired workers. But private ownership of 
land imposes obligations that must be respected. It obliges the farmer to 
supply food to the people, and to maintain the fertility of the soil, 


It also obliges society to protect the farmer in his possession of the land, 
ana to maintain conditions under which he can be suitably rewarded for 
his toil. But there are other people in the world besides farmers, There | 
are hand workers, machine operators, clerks, merchants, professional men | 
and a host of others whose interests must not be forgotten, for they also 
have a right to dwell on the earth. 


Many of these, and the farmers also, are organized into groups for the 
promotion of their own interests, and some of these groups have become 
very powerful The two most powerful occupationa] groups in Canada 
ave organized labor and farmers. Both these groups are powerful enough 
to command the respect of govesnments and parliaments; and neither Of 
them hesitates to ask for legislation it thinks would benefit its particular 
interests 


The farmers ask for monopolistic control of markets for their products 
with power to fix prices on a cost plus basis, and to impose penalties on 
those who sell elsewhere. Labor demands compulsory union membership 
and payment of dues, and wages based on the desires of the workers, regard- 
less of the value of their work 


But hicher wages for labor mean higher prices for products; and high- 
er prices for the things the farmer has to buy mean higher operating 
costs on the farm. And higher operating cost on the farm, if followed by 
higher prices for farm products, would lead to higher living costs for the 


wage earners 


If these two groups were equally successful in getting what they want, 
neither of them would be able to buy any more of the other's products than 
he was before they starte ‘he spiral of rising wages and rising prices. But 
they have not been equi i successfully. Labor has been able to extract 
more from its employers thun the farmers have from the consumers. Con- 
sequently the farmer now pays more for what he busy; but he has less with 
which to pay it 


He is beginning to learn that farm prices can’t be controlled as com- 
pletely as wages are controlled by the unions, Today he finds that his prices 
are coming down while wage rates are still going up, and the unions are 
marshaling their forces to demand that these higher rates be guaranteed 
the whole year through. whether there is any work to be done or done. The 
farmer is alarmed at this prospect. or at least he ought to be. 


When the spiral of wages and prices was getting under way, a shrewd 
observer was asked if he thought it would finally lead to the collapse of 
agriculture in Canada. He replied: “There will be more danger of a cOl- 
lapse of urban industry; and, if that happens, agriculture will be reduced to 
the necessity of scratching the ground for a living.” 


The burdens with which Canadian industry is being saddled by the de- 
mands of labor and of governments, are such that unless something is done 
Lo stop it, industry is likely to collapse. If labor is too blind or too wilful to 
see where its present policies are leading, the farmers, in their own interests, 
should vigorously oppose these demands that are becoming a common threat 
to the whole Canadian economy. 


The greatest obstacle in the way of achieving this, is the high cost of 
Canadian labor. The farmer's own weakness is that he is allowing visions 
of high prices to blind his Judgment to the realities of the situation, and is 
wasting his energies running after the gold at the foot of the rainbow, when 
he should be fighting against the excessive demands of the labor unions.

Tree Planting: Trees and cuttings 
from the Government Nurseries have 
who had ordered them for spring 
been arriving daily for those people 
planting. Unfortunately, due to the 
wet weather, the ground has been 
too Wet to plant the trees immedint- 
ely on arrival. However, by the time 
you read this letter we will probably 
be busy planting trees with the 
tree planter. 

Please rest assured that we will 
get to your place to plant your trees 
just as soon as We possibly can. In 
the meantime, dig a trench wide and 
deep enough to take the cuttings and 
small trees. Open the bundles and 
put them into the trench “feet 
first’, soak with water and put 
enough ground back to cover the 
roots in the case of trees, and cut- 
tings can be almost completely 
buried. Trees and cuttings will keep 
well in this fashion for at least 4 
week or more, 

We have upwards of 30,000 to 
plant at various district farms and 
we will get to your place at the 
earliest possible moment and plant 
your trees but we can't do them all 
in one day. Please be patient with 
us and we will get to your place. Be 
sure and leave your name at the 
Municipal Office, together with your 
phone number, if you want Us to 
bring the tree planter out and plant 
trees for you. We will make a date 
and time to suit you.

WHO REPRESENTS 
THE CONSUMER? 

In the early days of collective 
bargaining, management stood be- 
tween labor and the consumers, It 
was not the official representative 
of the latter; but it was responsible 
for selling the products of industry, 
and therefore in the best position to 
know what prices the consumer's 
could be induced to pay for them. 

Then the politicians concieved the 
idea of intervening in labor disputes 
in the interest of what they called in- 
dustrial peace. They established 
government machinery for settling 
disputes quickly when the process of 
collective bargaining seemed too 
slow. 

Management soon learned that it 
‘had more to fear from govern- 
‘ments than from the unions; and 
that governments were more afraid 
of the unions than of the consum- 
ing public. 

The upshot of this kind of con- 
ciliation was that management no 
longer stood between labor and the 
consumers but Was made to stand 
in a corner like a bad boy, while the 
the others decided what to do with 
it. 

Thus management has been cowed 
till it sees no reasons why it should 
fight to keep prices down when the 
people's own government supports 
those who would force them up.

Far from it. Strikes today are aimed

INight Speed Limit 
To Be Cut To 50 


Reduction of the maximum speed 
of motor vheicles operating at night 
on Alberta highways from 60 to 50 
miles an hour is one of the changes 
made in the bill to amend the Ve- 
hicle and Highway Traffic Act which 
Was approved by the Alberta Legis- 
lature at its recent session. 

Here is the new section: 

No person shall drive a motor 
vehicle on a highway at a rate of 
speed greater than: 

(a) Fifty miles an hour at any 
time when the headlamps of the ve- 
hicle are required to be alight, or 

(b) Sixty miles an hour at any 
other time, 

Another section provides a rule 
of the road that requires a person 
to drive so as not to impede or block 
traffic by driving at slower than 
reasonable speed. Such a_ person 
can be required to drive faster by a 
police constable when that person 
by an unreasonable slow speed is 
hindering the movement of traffic. 

Another new section empowers 
la magistrate to suspend or cancel a 
driver’s or chauffeur’s license when

Under the absolute liability eden 
of the automobile insurance acts in 
force in all provinces except Quebec, 
the company insuring a drunk 
driver must stil] pay, up to the mini- 
mum limits of bodily injury and 
property damage, $5,000 for injury 
to one person, $10,000 for one acci- 
dent, and $1,000 property damage

In 1953 Canadians consumed 744,-
